Allen Winter Wins $50,000 Race.

R. Reardon’s Indianapolis stallion, Al­ 
len Winter, at the Readville, Mass.,

HE English city, too, !s free from the spoils system. Jobs are 


•filled for efficiency and not for pull, and tte employee is -retained 
during good behavior. This is a real democracy of merit. An 
alderman would tnin]=t of demanding a city contract -for himself 
as soon as he would the creation of an unnecessary job for a 
friend or relatives Public opinion, too, would tolerate the one 
about as quickly as It would the other. Not that the English 


citv has any civil service laws. It doesn't need them. Public opinion regu- 
lates the service just as it does official conduct in other regards. This is 
the onlv kind of a merit system that protects the public from a bureaucratic 
administration. 
It is along these lines that the English city is supreme. It has a fine 


sense of itself. It has an Intolerant conscience. It commands the service of 
a high grade of citizenship. It has never knowa the ward-heeler, and is exact- 
Ins in its demands on its councilmen. And the people delight in the city's 
successes The? are proud of a fine tramway balance sheet- They applaud 
an efficient manager. They are glad when the city makes a profit. Not for 
the sake of the profit alone, but because cf the success of it all. The people 
care for the city and talk city in a way that we do not and cannot compre- 
hend.This is one of the icings we lack, this sense of a city. We have not yet 
aroused an organized public opinion that is jealous of the city's well-being. 


It is in its thrifty, commercial side that the English 
city excels. This is largely due to the fact that only tax or ratepayers vote. 
The council represents property, not persons. This gives a rather sordid, 
ungenerous tone to all discussion. For the taxes are- assessed against the 
rental value rather than upon the capitalized value of the property itselt 
And the taxes are paid by the tenant and not by the owner. In consequence, 
the English councilman is always in terror of the taxpayer. And the people 
get the taxpayer's administration and an administration that is very timorous 
of anything which increases the rates.—From "The American and British 
City," in Scribner.

How a Comet's Tail Grow^

O bridal veil was ever so filmy as a comet's tall. 
Hunireds of 
N 


ouibic miles of that wonderful atppendage are out-weighed by a 
jarful of air. 
By means of the spectroscope we have magically 
trajisiwrted this fairy plume to our laboratories, and have dis- 
covered that it is akin to the blue fiame of our gas-stoves; for 
'the gas by which we eook and the delicate tresses of a comet 
both consist of combinations of hydrogen and carbon, appro- 
priately called by chemists "hydrocarbons/* 
When it first appears in the 
heavens, far removed from the sun. a comet is a tailless blotch of light. As 
a comet swims on toward the sun. the hydrocarbons of the tail spilt up under 
the Increasing heat into hydrogen gas and hydrocarbons of a higher boilings 
point. 
With a still closer approach to the sun, these more resistant hydro- 
carbons eventually yield to the increasing heat and are decomposed in tho 
form of- soot. 
Interplanetary sipace is airless. 
Hence tho soot cannot burn. 
It must pursue the comet in the form of a dust train. The .particles constitut- 
ing that train arc sjaall enough to be toyed with by the pressure of sunlight. 
No matter where the comet may be In its orbit, whether it has just entered 
the solar system or is speeding away, that plume Is inevitably tossed away 
from the sun. just as if a mighty wind were blowing it from the central 
luminary. 
The appendage of shining dust is the symbol of the triumph of 
light over solar gravitation.—'Harper's Magazine.

And the taxes are paid by the tenant and not by the owner. 
In consequence, 
the English councilman is always in terror of the taxpayer.

One of the reasons why pneumatic 
tires

Tests of nitrogen in­ 
flated tires for automobiles have been 
made in France and the results are

In accounting for the rumbling or 
rolling of thunder, which has here* 
tofore been explained^ by the echo 
theory, it is now stated that a flash 
of lightning is made of innumerable 
smaller flashes, which go to make up 
the whole. 
The rolling thunder is 
due to the primary sounds of succes­ 
sive discharges or flashes. 
When we 
see a relatively prolonged lightning 
flash we witness, in reality, a number 
of discontinuous discharges follow­ 
ing down the same path, and the 
sounds of these successive explosions 
come to us like the rattle of a rapid- 
fire gun, only less rhythmically.

How a Comet’s Tail Grow./*

O bridal veil was ever so filmy as a comet's tail. 
Hunlreds of 
cuibic miles of that wonderful aippendage are out-weighed «by & 
jarful of air. 
By means of the spectroscope we have magically 
transported this fairy plume to our laboratories, and have dis­ 
covered that it is akin to the ‘blue flame of our gas-stoves; for 
the gas by which we -cook and the delicate tresses of a comet 
-both consist of combinations of hydrogen and carbon, appro­ 
priately called by chemists “hydrocarbons." 
When it first appears in the 
heavens, far removed from the sun, a comet is a tailless blotch of light. 
As 
a comet swims on toward the sun, the hydrocarbons of the tail split up under 
the Increasing heat into hydrogen gas and hydrocarbons of a higher boilings 
point. 
With a still oloser approach to the sun, these more resistant hydro­ 
carbons eventually yield to the increasing heat and are decomposed in tho 
form of soot.

TIB American clipper-shlp era foegan Irr-1843, as a result of the 


growing demand for a more rapid delivery of tea from China, 


continuing under the stimulating influence of the discovery of 


gold in California, and ending with the outbreak of the Civil 
War. 
These memorable years form one of the most important 


and interesting periods of maritime history. 
They stand be­ 
tween the long, weary centuries during which man navigated 
the sea with oar and sail—a slave to unknown winds and currents, alike help­ 
less in calm and storm—separating and at the same time connecting those 
ages of comparative darkness with the successful introduction of steam navi­ 
gation, by which man has obtained mastery upon the ocean. 


After countless generations of evolution, this ear witnessed the highest 
development of the wooden sailing-ship in construction, speed and beauty. 
Many of the clipper-ships—indeed) nearly all of them—made speed records 
which were not equalled by the steamships of their day, and more than a 
quarter of a century elapsed, devoted to discovery and invention in perfecting 
the marine engine and boiler, before the best speed records of the clipper- 
fchips were broken. 
And even today there are not more than thirty ocean 
mail steamers ailoat whose speed excels the best twenty-four hours' run of 
the American clippers of fifty years ago, while their records under canvas, 
over .courses lencircling the globe, for tho superb stake of commercial 
supremacy and championship of the seas, stand unbroken and unsurpassed;

the only kind of a merit system that protects the public from a bureaucratic 
administration. 


It is along ihese lines that the English city is supreme. 
It has a fine 
sense of itself. 
It has an intolerant conscience. 
It commands the service of 
a high grade of citizenship. It has never known the ward-heeler, and is exact­ 
ing in its demands on its councilmen. 
And the people delight in the city's 
s u c c e s s e s 
They are proud of a fine tramway balance sheet. 
They applaud 
an efficient manager. 
They are glad when the city makes a profit. 
Not for 
the sake of the profit alone, hut because of the success of it all. 
The people 
care for the city and talk city in a way that we do not and cannot compre- 
hend.

This is one of the things we lack, this sense of a city. 
We have not yet 
aroused an organized public opinion that is jealous of the city's well-being. 
We expect inefficiency as a m atter of course, and shrug our shoulders when 
an official goes wrong. 
And we do not expect the police and health depart­ 
ments, the civil service laws or the purely personal side of our political life 
to be above reproach. 
It is in its thrifty, commercial side that the English 
city excels. This is largely due to the fact that only tax or ratepayers vote. 
The council represents property, not persons. 
This gives a rather sordid, 
ungenerous tone to all discussion. 
For the taxes are assessed against the 
rental value rather than upon the capitalized value of the property itself; 
And the taxes are paid ’by the tenant and not by the owner. In consequence, 
the English councilman is always in terror of the taxpayer. 
And the people 
get the taxpayer’s administration and an administration that is very timorous 
of anything which increases tiie rates.—From “The American and 'British

INDIAN CHIEFS" IN ST. NICHOLAS. 


In the northwest of our great coun- 


try there are so many different tribes 
of Indians that I cannot begin to tell 
you their names, but they were of- 
ten -divided in this way.. Those who 
lived en reservations 
were 
called 


•"Reservation Indians," and those who 
did not 
"Outside 
Indians." 
Now 


Moses was chief of a great many 
tribes of Outside Indians and he was 
a very great chief. Of course, Mos- 
es was not his" name, -but Governor 
Stevens gave it to him long ago and 
every one called Mm so, indeed, he 
seemed -to have forgotten his Indian 
name and called himself -Moses: He 
••was a very handsome man, tall and 
straight, and always well 
dressed. 


He usually w-cre a buckskin coat and 
trousers, and handsome beaded mo- 
cassins, and a broad, light felt hat 
-with a. thin veil encircling it. - He 
always had a leather belt around his 
•waist, in which he carried a long 
knife and pistol holster, the ivory 
i)istol knob in plain sight. 


Now, Moses had led -his Indians in 


many .battles, both against Indians 


them. The white people of Yakima 
City believed these idle tales and 
even accused Moses to me, but I 
met him and we talked it over, lie 
said that he would prove that what 
he said was true, for he would help 
find the three Cayuse Indians who had 
done this wrong and give them up to 
the Yakima courts.

At the north end 
of Lake Nyassa Adler met Dr. Koch, 
who was studying the causes of the 
cattle disease which had wiped out 
hundreds of thousands of the native 
cattle. Adler says he found every- 
where that the rinderpest had been 
equally destructive to the big game. 
He found, however, great herds of 
antelope, and in the southwest part 
of German East Africa lions, leop- 
ards, cheetahs, hyenas and jackals 
are the plague of the country, prey- ; 
ing upon game and cattle. The gov-' 
eminent had offered a premium of 
fifteen rupees for each lion and ten 
rupees for each leopard-killed. 


He spent some time in the country 


of Merero, of whom we have heard 
very little since many pages of a 
book were given to him some twenty 
years ago. Adler says that Merero 
and a neighboring potentate, Koma, 
are the two most powerful chiefs in 
German East Africa and that each 
can bring to his suppost about 60,-

SEA REVEALS PIRATE HOARD. 


Portuguese Fishing Village Endanger­ 
ed By the Atlantic Grows Sud­ 
denly Rich. 


The inhabitants of 
Paradelha, 
a 
tiny fishing village on the Portuguese 
coast some distance south of Lisbon, 
have been growing rich of late on 
what seems to have been the hidden 
plunder of some long forgotten pirate 
band. 
Some of them have gathered 
in as much as $1,000 worth of treas­ 
ure. 


That part of the coast of Portugal 
is suffering from the encroachments 
of the ocean. Many houses have been 
und(?rmined in the last few years and 
have had to be abandoned. 
Some­ 
times big slices of dry land slip off 
into the Atlantic on a stormy night 
and the people wake up to find all 
landmarks changed. 


This <is what happened a couple 
of weeks ago in a furious gale. The 
waves washed far in over the upland 
and carried away vast masses of tho 
upper soil, leaving the shelving beach 
a couple of hundred feet wider than 
it (had ever been before. A fisherman 
walking along the edge of the strand 
saw something glistening in the slope 
and 
rooting it out®of the 
ground 
found it was an ancient silver cup. 
He dug some more and found quan­ 
tities of scattered gold and silver 
coins. 


When the news got around the vil­ 
lage the whole population turned out

PEARL INDUSTRY DECLINES. 


Drop in Prices Has Put Business In 


Bad Way. 


♦ 


Reduction of the price of mother 
of pearl from $2.000 to $G00 a ton 
on the London market during the last 
six years ‘has seriously affected tho 
pearling industry in Australasia, from 
where the greater part of the world's 
supply is obtained. 


The -most important centres of the 
industry are Thursday Island, Port 
Darwin and Broome. ‘ As the amount 
secured averaged four tons per boat 
per annum, and the expenses were 
comparatively small, large profits for­ 
merly were realized. The divers and 
crews working on the pearling lug­ 
gers are introduced under agreement 
with the Federal government. They 
are imported for a period of three 
years, and the master is compelled 
to furnish a bond of $500 for every 
man employed, as a guaranty that 
at the end of three years that man 
will be deported to Singapore, tho 
port from which the divers are re­ 
cruited. 
Formerly the pearlers paid 
the divers $10 per month, $100 to 
$175 per ton bonus, and, in many in­ 
stances, from 5 to 15 per cent, for 
the pearls won. 
Though arriving as 
raw coolies, some of these Asiatics 
earned from $1,000 to $2,000 per an­ 
num, with keep. 


The divers, most of whom are Jap­ 
anese, are well 
organized, 
having 
their clubs and benefit societies, and 
every Japanese, whether belonging to 
the crew, tender or driving staff, is 
compelled by his countrymen to join. 
—Kansas City Journal. 


Lo Mouvement Geographiquo, 
of 
Brussels, Belgium, fills half of Its last 
issue with an article by A. J. Wau- 
ters, tho well-known geographer, de­ 
scribing the adventures of a Belgian 
named Adler, who has made a jour­ 
ney of 7000 miles in Africa in the 
wide regions between the routes 'of 
explorers and 
prospectors. 
Adler’s 
Idea was to discover new minoral 
districts and to sell the knowledge 
lie acquired to the colonialr govern­ 
ments or to mining companies. 


Leaving 
Cape Town 
in March, 
1903, he reappeared in Brussels in 
April last, five years and a month 
after he set out on his African wan­ 
derings. 
He wras a prospector with­ 
out grub stakes, and for four-fifths 
of his long journey he depended upon 
the resources of the country and the 
helpfulness of the natives to whom 
he gave medical services, to supply 
himself and his half dozen porters 
with food. 
He traveled on foot most 
of the way, and as he advanced north 
he zizzagged far east and west. 
As 
he wras 
looking for 
new mineral 
sources he kept as much as possible 
in unknown regions. 
He has made 
the 
longest 
journey 
ever accom­ 
plished by one man in Africa and 
has seen an im portant area of en­ 
tirely new country. 


Adler’s story as to tyis route is con­ 
firmed by letters from colonial offi­ 
cials, missionaries and traders whom 
lie met on the way. 
As to the results 
of his search for minerals, he is un­ 
communicative except that he says 
they are important and will be re­ 
vealed, when he had made arrange­ 
ments, to those who are interested. 


He traversed the whole of Portu­ 
guese East 
Africa from 
south to 
north, 
followed a 
tortuous route 
back and forth in the mountainous 
southwestern part of German East 
Africa, spent many months in the ex­ 
treme eastern 
part of 
the Congo 
State in the region north of the 
Lukua River, where the streams are 
still marked on the maps in broken 
lines because they have not been ex­ 
plored, and 
finally made 
his wfay 
down from the Congo to the Atlantic. 


A t the start two other prospectors 
were with him as his partners, but 
when difficulties 
began to thicken 
they abandoned the enterprise and 
he went on his way alone. 


Reaching a mining camp not far 
from the 
delta 
of 
the 
Zambesi 
River, he found the miners consider­ 
ably excited over the discovery of a 
piece of gold, which, they said, bore 
the effigy of King Solomon and was 
another proof that this region was 
the ancient Opliir and the domain of 
the Queen of Sheba. At the north end 
of Lake Nyassa Adler met Dr, Koch, 
who was studying the causes of the 
cattle disease which had wiped out 
hundreds of thousands of the native 
cattle. 
Adler says he found every­ 
where that the rinderpest had been 
equally destructive to the big game. 
He found, however, great herds of 
antelope, and in the southwest part 
of German East Africa lions, leop­ 
ards, cheetahs, hyenas and jackals 
are the plague of the country, prey­ 
ing upon game and cattle. 
The gov­ 
ernment had offered a premium of 
fifteen rupees for each lion and ten 
rupees for each leopard-killed. 


He spent some time in the country 
of Merero, of whom we have heard 
very little since many pages of a 
book were given to him some twenty 
years ago. 
Adler says that Merero 
and a neighboring potentate, Koma, 
are the two most powerful chiefs in 
German East Africa and that each 
can bring to his suppost about 60,- 
000 spears in time of war. 
Koma 
has given the Germans no end of 
trouble, but he was finally convinced 
that hi3 spears were no match for 


rifles, and for ionic time he has been 
paying his hut tax without a m ur­ 
mur. 


Throughout 
that 
rich 
region, 
where tho Germans have done littlo 
ns yet, Adler says ho saw herds of 
as many as 5000 to 8000 cattle, tho 
property of these two chiefs, that 
grazed far and wido undor the caro 
of herders 
and 
were 
driven into 
kraals at night to keep them from 
beasts of prey. 


Adler 
prospected all along the 
route where the Germans are nowf 
building a good wagon road 250 
miles in length to connect Lakes Tan­ 
ganyika and Nyassa. 
It is only a 
few miles east of a similar road that 
the British have long maintained in 
their own territory, and tho Ger­ 
mans decided 'that they must have 
equally good facilities. 


He describes an incident such as 
probably has not occurred beforo in 
the 
experience 
of 
the 
whites in 
Africa. 
When 
Adler 
reached the 
little station of Kabambare, an iso­ 
lated post of the Congo State, he 
found much excitement over the dis­ 
appearance of a native woman. 
A 
gorilla had appeared on the out­ 
skirts of a native village and, lurk­ 
ing in the grass, had seized one of a 
number of women, the wife of a 
State soldier, and carried her off into 
the forest. 
Lieutenant Gosmes took 
a number of men and started in p u r ­ 
suit. 
It was believed that the wo­ 
man would be found alive, but hope 
was nearly abandoned when a whole 
week was spent in alternately los­ 
ing and finding tho tracks of the 
animal. 
He was at length brought 
to bay in the depths of the forest 
and killed. 
The woman was with 
him and was still alive, though she 
died the next day from her long 
agony of fright and suffering. 
She 
was able to speak a little of the ter­ 
rible story before she died. 
The 
gorilla had fed her as well as him­ 
self with the fruits and edible roots 
of the forest which ho collected. 


Adler 
was 
in 
miserable plight 
throughout the latter part of his 
journey. 
He and his faithful men 
were almost without food for days 
at a time, and were on the point of 
perishing more than once when they 
would reach, perhaps, two or three 
huts occupied by the poorest of na­ 
tives, who always helped the suf­ 
ferers to the limit of their ability. 
He remained at one place for eight 
months, killing game, which he ex­ 
changed with the natives for vege­ 
table food. 


At one of the white stations he 
wrote to the Congo State Govern­ 
ment at Brussels asking permission 
to prospect for minerals in parts of 
the K atanga 
mineral 
regions that 
have not yet been studied. 
A year 
elapsed before he reached a place 
where he found that his letter had 
been 
answered. 
His 
request had 
been provisionally granted and he 
had been 
assigned to 
one of the 
State posts as his headquarters. He 
was very weak and ill, however, and 
the only hope of life seemed to de­ 
pend upon his return to Europe. He 
was assisted to go home. 


Adler says that the finest develop­ 
ment he saw in all his long journey 
was at Baudouinville, on the west 
shore of Lake Tanganyika, in the 
Congo State, where the Catholic mis­ 
sionaries 
have 
gathered 
around 
them several 
thousands of natives 
who live in neat houses aligned on 
regular streets. 
Here are primary 
and industrial schools, many work­ 
shops, 
cultivated 
fields, 
orchards, 
herds of cattle, wonderful kitchen 
gardens and a church that is one of 
the finest edifices yet erected by na­ 
tive labor.

DISSECT CLINTON’S BRAIN. 


Surgeons Comment on Remarkable 
Conditions Found in Body Organs# 


Of decided interest and undoubt­ 
edly of som,e medico-legal value U 
the result of the microscopical exam­ 
ination of the brain of General Geo. 
Clinton, whose body was recently ex­ 
humed from the Congressional Cem­ 
etery at Washington and reinterred 
at Kingston, N. Y., his native place. 
The body lay in a leaden coffin, which 
already had been opened, so that it 
was not tight, and water had filtered 
into it. 


The soft parts of the thorax and 
abdomen were found to consist of 
adipocere, a substance which takes 
its name from its resemblance to fat 
and wax. 
Of this substance medical 
history states that when the Ceme­ 
tery of the Innocents at Paris was re­ 
moved in 17 86 great quantities were 
found where the coffins 
containing 
the dead bodies were 
placed 
very 
close together. 


As to the brain of General Clinton, 
the result of the examination showed 
the skull to contain a “soft, rather 
friable, putty-like mass that to the 
naked eye suggested brain/' 
Under 
the microscope it was seen the major 
part of the material consisted of a 
feltwork of sustentacular tissue re­ 
sembling neuroglia. 
Groups of large 
pear-shaped 
cells 
were 
apparent, 
more or less in orderly arrangement. 


ial examined represents vistages of 
some parts of tho central nervous 
system /' 


Commenting on this subject, Dr. 
S. G, Evans, Surgeon, United States 
Navy, who was present during the 
examination, says: 


•‘The fact that the material found 
in the skull was certainly the re­ 
mains at least of brain tissue 
as 
shown by the microscopic examina­ 
tion made by Dr. Spear at the time, 
is rather remarkable. 
To my mind, 
however, the most 
practical 
point 
elicited by the examination was the 
fact that he had evidently suffered to 
some extent, if not severely, from 
rheumatism or one of the manifesta­ 
tions of uric acid diathesis. 
The un­ 
doubted evidence of a cavity in the 
lung and the fact that the cavity was 
at the apex, would also tend to prove 
death from pneumonia or phthisis."

SURPRISES THE JUDGE. 


Gettysburg, Aug. 27.—In court this 
morning the c a fie of the Com. against Dan­ 
iel Wiest, bartender at Hotel Gettysburg, 
charged with selling liquor to a man of 
known intemperate habits was decided in 
favor of the defendant and thecosls plac­ 
ed on the county.

Trawlers and Cables. 


In connection with the 
damage 


which is repeatedly being caused to 
the cables of the Commercial Cable 
Company off the Irish coast by Brit- 
ish trawlers, a letter written by Mr. 
Clarence H. Mackay to the United 
States Secretary of State shows the 
cost and trouble to which the com- 
pany is put in order to maintain its 
service unimpaired. 
"During the 


past three months," he says, "ou 
cables have been injured and broken 
two and three at a time by these 
fishing trawlers at a distance of about 
fifty miles from the Irish coast. We 
have expended over £20,000 already 
this year in making repairs to our 
cables off the Irish coast, and each 
and every one of the interruptions 
has been due to these fishing trawl- 
ers. . . . The injury to us is not 
only the enormous expense of repairs, 
but also the necessity of refusing to 
accept business from the public for 


Dr. Edwin H. Lewis, of New York

-Is there anything the matter with 


the medical profession? Are we drift- 
ing away from first principles and ia 
the multiplicity of new discoveries, 
new ideas and changing viewpoints 
losing any part of our usefulness as 
medical men? There can be no ques- 
tion that the medical profession is 
undergoing a great and epoch-mak- 
ing 
revolution. Idols 
are 
being 


thrown down, old and apparently well 
established beliefs are being ques- 
tioned and controverted, and, as al- 
ways happens when a revolution is 
under full headway, chaos seems to 
reign. 


Quackery a Menace. 


"The future holds two prospects. 


On the one hand is disaster, the sac- 
rifice of years of study and investi- 
gation as well as of centuries of 
faithful, unfiagging devotion to the 
needs of.humanity. 
Such a disaster 


means the decline of medical prestige 
and aa era of caarlantry and quack- 
ery such as the world has«never seen. 
On the other hand is a general read- 
justment of the medical situation, the 
revision aad classification of present 
day knowledge aad a truer recogni- 
tion of certain fundamental facts on 
which the successful practice of med- 
icine has always depended and al- 
ways will depend. If this latter takes 
place the medical profession will come 
to its own, and with the restoration 
o£ confidence and an appreciatioa on 
the part of the laity of what scien- 
tific medicine really has done and can 
do there will be no limits to which 
our profession caa go for the benefit 
of maakiad. 


"The present chaotic situation does 


not call for the raucous cry of the 
alarmist nor warrant 
the 
gloomy 


prognostications of the pessimist. 
But with all the earnestness at my 
command I want to insist that it is 
time to take account of stock, to get 
oar scientific, ethical and commercial 
bearings and set out for the future 
with coafidence, trust and steadfast 
purpose- 


Money Lust in the Profession. 
"For the past five years the dom- 


inant features of modern medicine 
have been doubt, pessimism aad in- 
tolerance. 
With tactless zeal the 


medical professionals done its lann- 
dry work in the full gaze of an ever- 
critical and not over-friendly -public. 
Quarrels with our tools and with each 
other have been the order of the day. 
Criticism, suspicion, and accusation 
have been rife, and on every hand 
have sprung up commercial tenden- 
cies that have lowered the dignity 
and efficieacy of our profession. 


"The thirst for money, power and 


position has possessed us, and' under 
the spell of these dangerous intox- 
icants too many of us have lost sight 
of the true nature and obligations of 


our calling. With a stupidity that is 
incomprehensible we hare rushed to 
sit at the feet of every new prophet, 
no matter how questionable his teach- j 
ing, and have foolishly forsaken the j 
time-proved logic of the old. Thus. | 
in many instances, established facts j 
have been discarded for phantom the- 
ories—though temporarily, let us 
hope. The worship of the laboratory j 
fetich has caused us to sadly neglect i 
clinical and bedside observation, and 
the glamor and fascination of surgery 
have blinded us to the possibilities 
of hygiene, diet and intelligent medi- 
cation. In fact, the regular medical 
men of this country have been sowing 
the wind and only now are beginning 
to reap the whirlwind. One has only 
to pause and note the fearful incre- 
ment of new 'pathies,' new healing 
cults, church clinics, and so on. and 
to realize the remarkable decrease 
of medical prestige and medical in- 
comes, to understand that the price 
we must pay for our pessimism, in- 
ternal discord, intolerance and pro- 
fessional commercialism will not be 
small. This is the gloomy side of the 
picture. 


Earnest Men a Saving Grace. 
"But while the profession as a 


whole has gone far afield, thank G3d 
there have been plenty of those who 
have labored wisely and well. They 
have scorned to worship at every new 
shrine and with sublime disregard for 
personal gain have nobly done their 
part to elevate and perfect the science 
of medicine. Thanks to these -men, 
some individually knowa to fame, 
bat more 'unheralded and unsung/ 
the triumphs of sanitary science and 
medical progress are 
among 
the 


grandest of civilization. So that to- 
day, in spite of widespread skepti- 
cism, intolerance and pessimism, the 
practice of medicine holds greater and 
more wonderful possibilities for the 
benefit of humanity than ever be- 
fore. 


"I believe taat I can see a growing 


tendency on the part of the average 
medical man to realize that while he 
does not and cannot know everything, 
he certainly knows much, and by the 
intelligent use of what he can and does 
know he can accomplish a great deal 
more than the quack and charlatan 
in the relief of the sick and the pre- 
vention of disease. 


"This is to me the spirit of 190S, 


in medical affairs, the spirit of hope- 
ful service, or, ia other words, mak- 
ing the most of ourselves, through 
appreciating our possibilities and rec- 
ognizing 
our 
limitatioES. 
Whole 


truths are always desirable, but half 
truths are better than none at all. 


"In conclusion I seek to emphasize 


one thought. The strife, discussion 
and controversies of the day cannot 
change one iota the fact that every 
honest medical man wants to accom- 
plish the greatest possible good in the 
best possible way. Many men have 
many minds. 
Opinions of necessity 


will differ. But the man who believes 
differently than we do may be as near 
to the truth as we ourselves, and we 
certainly have no right to question 
his honesty. 


"The new spirit of 1908, with its 


keynote—copeful service in behalf of 
humanity—is incompatible with in- 
tolerance and narrowness. As physi- 
cians, and especially medical journal- 
ists, we cannot afford to neglect a sin- 
gle effort that will aid in bringing 
the medical profession a little nearer 
to the goal of truth, accuracy and 
above all, usefulness."

Old English Slaves. 


Before the Conquest, aad for a loag 


time after, at least two-thirds of the 
people of England were denuded of 
ail the substantial attributes of frea- 
doni. T'ae lords had the absolute dis- 
posal of them; they might be attached 
to the soil, or transferred by deed, 
sale or conveyance, from one lord to 
another: they could net chaage their 
place or hold property; ia short, they 
were slaves under their o'oligatioa of 
perpetual servitude, which the con- 
seat of the master alone could dis- 
solve. 
The system was aot fairly 


abolished until the reign of Charles 
II.. and so late as 1773 men wore 
bought and sold in Scotland with the 
estates to which they were bound. 


Silvering Mirrors. 


Up to 1840 mirrors were silvered 


exclusively by means of aa amalgam, 
a process most destructive 
to the 


workmen employed. An important 
step was effected by an English caera- 
sit, Drayton, who conceived the idea 
of coating mirrors with a thin layer 
of silver, obtained by reducing aa am- 
moniac solution of nitrate of silver 
by means of highly oxidizable essen- 
tial oils. 
This process was subse- 


quently modified by several chemists, 
but oaly became really practical when 
M. Pettijean substituted tartaric acid 
for the 
reducing agents 
formerly 


employed. The glass to be silvered is 


i placed upon a horizontal cast iron 
' table heated to 104 degrees Fahren- 


heit. 
The surface is well cleaned, 


r.nd solutions of silver and tartaric 
acid, suitably diluted, are 
poured 


upon it. The liquid, in consequence 
of a well known effect of capillarity, 
cess not flow over the edges, forming 


j a layer a fraction of aa iaca in thick- 
! aess. 
In twenty minutes the silver 


j begins to be deposited oa the glass, 
! and in aa hoar and a quarter the pro- 
! cess 
is 
complete. The liquid is 


poured oS ths glass, which is washed 
with distilled water, dried and cov- 
ered with a varnish, to preserve the 
silver fiom friction.—Nfivr York Tri- 
bune.

breath which interfered with sleep. 
With one of his porters the symptoms 
of high 
altitude illness

marked as to give warning of another 
danger besides that of discomfort. 
At the height of twenty-one thousand 
feet the man collapsed, and was help- 
less. 
He lost all sensation in his 


hands, and when his mittens were re- 
moved, his fingers were found to be 
white, stiff and on tae point of be- 
coming frost bitten. This experience 
shows the interruption of circulation, 
the balance of which is lest ia the re- 
moval of the ordinary air pressure.

This was an old minstreh or scald, 
close upon ninety years of ago, with 
long, snow-white bpard and hair, and 
an air of proud dignity in spite of 
his rude, coarse clothes. 
Had 
he

among the other nobles, he, a de- 
scendant of Harold Fairhaired, the 
first Wng of united Norway? 
That 
doughty Harold, who went unkempt 
and unshorn until he reached this 
high position, in order to fulfil a vow 
to his high-born ladylove, Gyda? 


Never before had the old scald left 
his home in Telemarken, where, true 
to the habits of his very long line of 
forefathers, he lived in a cave. 


It was also ancient custom that the 
scald should amuse the king and his 
court with song and harp, so in an- 
swer to the request of his majesty 
of Norway, the ancient bard left his 
cave and appeared at court with his 
precious old viking lute. 


This lute, called in Norwegian a 
langlelk, is over three hundred years 
old. 
It is of wood, fashioned with 
much artistic skill. 
In shape it is 
not unlike the lutes of later times.

Trawlers and Cables, 


In connection 
with the 
damage 
which is repeatedly being caused to 
the cables of the Commercial Cable 
Company oft the Irish coast by Brit- 
ish trawlers, a letter written by Mr. 
Clarence H. Mackay to the United 
States Secretary of State shows the 
cost and trouble to which the com- 
pany Is put in order to maintain its 
service 
unimpaired, 
"During 
the 
past three months," he says, "our 
cables have been injured and broken 
two and three at a time by these 
fishing trawlers at a distance of about 
fifty miles from the Irish coast. 
We 
have expended over £20,000 already 
this year in making repairs to our 
cables off the Irish coast, and each 
and every one of the Interruptions 
has been due to these fishing trawl- 
ers. 
. 
. 
. 
The injury to us is not 
only the enormous expense of repairs, 
but also the necessity of refusing to 
accept business from the public for 
transmission. 
. 
. 
. 
The trouble 
is that It is impossible In most in- 
stances to find out who the guilty 
party is, and even after that is found 
out, it is almost impossible to obtain 
proof that the Injury was wilful."— 
Engineer. 


Old English Slaves. 


Before the Conquest, and for a long 
time after, at least two-thirds of the 
people of England were denuded of 
ail the substantial attributes of free- 
dom, 
Tho lords had the absolute dis- 
posal of them; they might be attached 
to the soil, or transferred by deed, 
sale or conveyance, from one lord to 
another; they could not change their 
place or hold property; in short, they 
were slaves under their obligation of 
perpetual servitude, which the con- 
sent of the master alone could dis- 
solve. 
The system was not fairly 
abolished until the reign of Charles 
II., and so late as 1775 men were 
bought and sold in Scotland with the 
estates to which they were bound. 


The British naval authorities have 
girdled the Isle of Wight with a tele- 
phone service, the Needles, the wire- 
less telegraphy station at Culver Cliff 
and other points have been put in 
direct communication with the sig- 
nal station at Portland dockyard. 


MEDiCAL PROFESSION IN CHAOS, HE SAYS 


Dr. Lewis Predicts Disaster Unless the Calling is Re- 
adjusted—False Idols Hold Sway—Dominant Features 
in Profession Now Pessimism and Intolerance and 
Money Lust is a Mcnace. 
-> 


Dr. Edwin H. Lewis, of New York 
City, read a paper at the recent an- 
nual meeting of the American Med- 
ical Editors' 
^^soclation, on 
"The 
Spirit of 1908 in Medical Affairs»" in 
which ho declared that the profession 
is undergoing an epoch-making revo- 
lution. 
The future» he says, holds 
two prospects: disaster in the shape 
of the decline of medical prestige, or 
a general readjustment of the med- 
ical situation. 
Pessimism and intol- 
erance, he asserts, have been 
the 
dominant features of medicine in the 
last five years. 


Dr. Lewis' paper, which 
appears 
in 
American 
Medicine, 
follows 
In 
part: 


"Is there anything the matter with 
the medical profession? Are we drift- 
ing away from first principles and in 
the multiplicity of new discoveries, 
new ideas and changing viewpoints 
losing any part of our usefulness as 
medical men? 
There can be no ques- 
tion that the medical profession Is 
undergoing a great and epoch-mak- 
ing 
revolution. 
Idols 
are 
being 
thrown down, old and apparently well 
established beliefs are being ques- 
tioned and controverted, and, as al- 
ways happens when a revolution is 
under full headway, chaos seems to 
reign. 


Quackery ft Menace.. 


"The future holds two prospects. 
On the one hand is disaster, the sac- 
rifice of years of study and investi- 
gation 
as well as of centuries of 
faithful, unfiagging devotion to the 
needs of.humanity. 
Such a disaster 
means the decline of medical prestige 
and an era of charlantry and quack- 
ery such as the world haa-never seen. 
On the other hand Is a general read- 
justment of the medical situation, the 
revision and classification of present 
day knowledge and a truer recogni- 
tion of certain fundamental facts on 
.which the successful practice of med- 
icine has always depended and al- 
ways vr'ill depend. 
If this latter takes 
place the medical profession will come 
to its own, and with the restoration 
of confidence and an appreciation on 
the part of the laity of what Bcien- 
tific medicine really has done and can 
do there will be no limits to which 
our profession can go for the henellt 
of mankind. 


"The present chaotic situation does 
not call for the raucous cry of the 
alarmist nor warrant 
the 
gloomy 
prognostications 
of 
the 
pessimist. 
But with all the earnestness at my 
command I want to insist that It Is 
time to take account of stock, to get 
our scientific, ethical and commercial 
bearings and set out for the future 
with confidence, trust and steadfast 
purpose. 


Money Lust in the Pi-ofesslon. 


"For the past five years the dom- 
inant features of modern 
medicine 
have been doubt, pessimism and in- 
tolerance. 
With tactless zeal 
the 
medical professionMias done its laun- 
dry work in the full gaze of an ever- 
critical and not over-friendly public. 
Quarrels with our tools and with each 
other have been the order of the day. 
Criticism, suspicion and 
accusation 
have been rife, and on every hand 
have sprung up commercial tenden- 
cies that have lowered the dignity 
and efficiency of our profession. 


"The thirst for money, power and 
position has possessed us, and under 
the spell of these dangerous intox- 
icants too many of us have lost dight 
of the true nature and obligations of 


our calling. 
With a stupidity that Is 
incomprehensible we have rushed to 
sit at the feet of every new prophet, 
no matter how questionable his teach- 
ing, and have foolishly forsaken tho 
time-proved logic of the old. 
Thus, 
in many instances, estrJillshed facts 
have been discarded for phantom the- 
ories—though 
temporarily, 
let 
us 
hope. 
The worship of the laboratory 
fetich has caused us to sadly neglect 
clinical and bedside observation, and 
the glamor and fascination of surgery 
have blinded us to the possibilities 
of hygiene, diet and intelligent medi- 
cation. 
In fact, the regular medical 
men of this country have been sowing 
tho wind and only now are beginning 
to reap the v/hlrlwlnd. 
One has only 
to pause and note the fearful incre- 
ment of new 'pathies,' -new healing 
cults, church clinics, and so on, and 
to realize the remarkable 
decrease 
o£ medical prestige and medical in- 
comes, to understand that the price 
we must pay for our pessimism, in- 
ternal discord, intolerance and pro- 
fessional commercialism will not be 
small. 
This is the gloomy side of the 
picture. 


Earnest Men A Saving Grace, 


** But while the profession as a 
whole has gone far afield, thank GOd 
there have been plenty of those who 
have labored wisely and well. 
They 
have scorned to worship at every new 
shrine and with sublime disregard for 
personal gain have nobly done their 
part to elevate and perfect the science 
of medicine. 
Thanks to these -men, 
some individually known to 
fame, 
but more 'unheralded and 
unsung,' 
the triumphs of sanitary science and 
medical progress 
are 
among 
the 
grandest of civIUeatlon. 
So that to- 
day, in spite of widespread 
skepti- 
cism, intolerance and pessimism, the 
practice of medicine holds greater and 
more wonderful possibilities for the 
benefit of humanity than ever be- 
fore. 


"I believe that I can see a growing 
tendency on the part of the average 
medical man to realize that while he 
does not and cannot know everything, 
he certainly knows much, and by the 
intelligent useof whathe can and does 
know he can accomplish a great deal 
more than the quack and charlatan 
in the relief of the sick and the pre- 
vention of disease. 


"This is to me the spirit of 1908, 
in medical affairs, the spirit of hope- 
ful service, or, in other words, mak- 
ing the most of ourselves, through 
appreciating our possibilities and rec- 
ognizing 
our 
limitations. 
Whole 
truths are always desirable, but half 
truths are better than none at all. 


"In conclusion I seek to emphasize 
one thought. 
The strife, discussion 
and controversies of the day cannot 
change one iota the fact that every 
honest medical man wants to accom- 
plish the greatest possible good in the 
best possible way. 
Many men have 
many minds. 
Opinions of necessity 
will differ. But the man who believes 
differently than we do may be as near 
to the truth as we ourselves, and we 
certainly have no right to question 
his honesty. 


"The new spirit of 1908, with its 
keynote—hopeful service in behalf of 
humanity—is Incompatible with in- 
tolerance and narrowness. 
As physi- 
cians, and especially medical journal- 
ist», we cannot afford to neglect a sin- 
gle effort that will aid in bringing 
the medical profession a little nearer 
to the goal of truth, accuracy and 
above all, usefulness." 


Silvering Mirrors. 


Up to 1840 mirrors were silvered 
exclusively by njeana of an amalgam, 
a process 
most destructive 
to the 
workmen 
employed. 
An important 
step was effected by an English chem- 
sit, Drayton, who conceived the idea 
of coating mirrors with a thin layer 
of silver, obtained by reducing an am- 
moniac solution of nitrate of silver 
by means of highly oxidizable essen- 
tial oils. 
This process was subse- 
quently modified by several chemists, 
but only became really practical when 
M. Pettijean substituted tartaric acid 
for the 
reducing agents 
formerly 
employed. 
The glass to be silvered is 
placed upon a horizontal cast Iron 
table heated to 104 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 
The surface is well cleaned, 
and solutions of silver and tartaric 
acid, suitably 
diluted, are 
poured 
upon it. 
The liquid, in consequence 
of a well known effect of capillarity, 
does not flow over the edges, forming 
a layer a fraction of an inch in thick- 
ness. 
In twenty minutes the silver 
begins to be deposited on the glass, 
and in an hour and a quarter the pro- 
cess 
is 
complete. 
The 
liquid is 
poured off tho glass, v/hich is waihed 
with distilled wnter, dried and cov- 
ered with a varnish to preserve the 
silver fiom friction.—Mftw York Tri- 
bune. 


Mountain Sickness. 


Every Alpine climber notes his ex- 
perience in the rarefied air of a high 
altitude. 
All accounts of mountain 
sickness agree. 
In every case there 
are the 
same symptoms, 
differing 
more or less in degrees. 
The head 
aches, the heart palpitates, the nose 
bleeds. 
Some vomit violently, 
all 
gasp for 
breath. 
Every 
exertion 
seems more severe at great heights, 
and thf> symptoms of the sickness 
are sometimes mistaken for those of 
fatigue. 


Doctor Workman, 
who has been 
climbing.in the Himalayas, has made 
a study of mountain sickness. 
He ex- 
perienced 
a constant 
gasping for 
breath which interfered with sleep, 
With one of his porters the symptoms 
of high 
altitude illness 
were so 
marked as to give warning of another 
danger 
besides that of discomfort. 
At the height of twenty-one thousand 
feet the man collapsed, and was help- 
less, 
He lost all sensation in his 
hands, and when his mittens were re- 
moved, his fingers were found to be 
white, stiff and on the point of be- 
coming frost bitten. 
This experience 
shows the interruption of circulation, 
the balance of which Is lost In the re- 
moval of the ordinary air pressure, 
—Youth's Companion.

first ldng of united Norway? 
That 
doughty Harold, who went unkempt 
and unshorn until he reached this 
high position, in order to fulfil a vow 
to his high-born ladylove, Gyda? 


Never beforo had the old scald left 
his home in Telemarken, where, true 
to the habits of his very long line of 
forefathers, he lived in a cave. 


It was also ancient custom that the 
scald should amuse the king and his 
court with song and harp, so in an­ 
swer to the request of his majesty 
of Norway, the ancient bard left his 
cave and appeared at court with his 
precious old viking lute. 


This lute, called in Norwegian a 
langleik, is over three hundred years 
old. 
It is of wood, fashioned with 
much artistio skill.

Traw lers and Cables. 


In connection 
with the 
damage 
which is repeatedly being caused to 
the cables of the Commercial Cable 
Company off the Irish coast by Brit­ 
ish trawlers, a letter written by Mr. 
Clarence H. Mackay to the United 
States Secretary of State shows the 
cost and trouble to which the com­ 
pany is put in order to maintain its 
service 
unimpaired. 
“During the 
past three months,” he says, “our 
cables have been injured and broken 
two and three at a time by these 
fishing trawlers at a distance of about 
fifty miles from the Irish coast. We 
have expended over £20,000 already 
this year in making repairs to our 
cables off the Irish coast, and each 
and every one of the interruptions 
has been due to these fishing trawl­ 
ers. 
.

The injury to us is not 
only the enormous expense of repairs, 
but also the necessity of refusing to 
accept business from the public for 
transmission. 
. 
. 
. 
The trouble 
is that it Is impossible in most in­ 
stances to find out who the guilty 
party is, and even after that is found 
out, it is almost impossible to obtain 
proof that the injury was wilful,”— 
Engineer. 


Old English Slaves. 


Before the Conquest, and for a long 
time after, at least two-thirds of the 
people of England were denuded of 
all the substantial attributes of free­ 
dom, 
Tho lords had the absolute dis­ 
posal of them; they might be attached 
to the soil, or transferred by deed, 
sale or conveyance, from one lord to 
another; they could not change their 
place or hold property; in short, they 
were slaves under their obligation of 
perpetual servitude, which the con­ 
sent of the master alone could dis­ 
solve. 
The system wfas not fairly 
abolished until the reign of Charles 
II., and so late as 17 75 men were 
bought and sold in Scotland with the 
estates to which they were bound. 


The British naval authorities have 
girdled the Isle of Wight with a tele­ 
phone service, the Needles, the wire­ 
less telegraphy station at Culver Cliff 
and other points have been put in 
direct communication with the sig­ 
nal station at Portland dockyard. 


MEDICAL PROFESSION IN CHAOS, HE SAYS 


Dr. Lewis Predicts Disaster Unless the Calling is Re­ 
adjusted—False Idols Hold Sway—Dominant Features 
in Profession Now Pessimism and Intolerance and 
Money Lust is a Mcnace. 


Dr. Edwin H. Lewis, of New York 
City, read a paper at the recent an­ 
nual meeting of the American Med­ 
ical Editors* ¿^sociation, on “The 
Spirit of 1908 in Medical Affairs,” in 
which he declared that the profession 
is undergoing an epoch-making revo­ 
lution. 
The future, he says, holds 
two prospects: disaster in the shape 
of the decline of medical prestige, or 
a general readjustment of the med­ 
ical situation. 
Pessimism and intol­ 
erance, he asserts, have been the 
dominant features of medicine in the 
last five years. 


Dr. Lewis* paper, which appears 
in American Medicine, follows In 
part: 


“Is there anything the matter with 
the medical profession? Are we drift­ 
ing away from first principles and in 
the multiplicity of new discoveries, 
new ideas and changing viewpoints 
losing any part of our usefulness as 
medical men? There can be no ques­ 
tion that the medical profession is 
undergoing a great and epoch-mak­ 
ing 
revolution. 
Idols 
are 
being 
thrown down, old and apparently well 
established beliefs are being ques­ 
tioned and controverted, and, as al­ 
ways happens when a revolution is 
under full headway, chaos seems to 
reign. 


Quackery a Menace.. 


“The future holds two prospects. 
On the one hand is disaster, the sac­ 
rifice of years of study and investi­ 
gation as well as of centuries of 
faithful, unflagging devotion to the 
needs of^humanity. 
Such a disaster 
means the decline of medical prestige 
and an era of charlantry and quack­ 
ery such as the world has*never seen. 
On the other hand is a general read­ 
justment of the medical situation, the 
revision and classification of present 
day knowledge and a truer recogni­ 
tion of certain fundamental facts on 
.which the successful practice of med­ 
icine has always depended and al­ 
ways will depend. If this latter takes 
place the medical profession will come 
to its own, and with the restoration 
of confidence and an appreciation on 
the part of the laity of what scien­ 
tific medicine really has done and can 
do there will be no limits to which 
our profession can go for the benefit 
of mankind. 


“The present chaotic situation does 
not call for the raucous cry of the 
alarmist nor warrant 
the 
gloomy 
prognostications 
of 
the pessimist. 
But with all the earnestness at my 
command I want to insist that it is 
time to take account of stock, to get 
our scientific, ethical and commercial 
bearings and set out for the future 
with confidence, trust and steadfast 
purpose. 


Money L ust in the Profession. 


“For the past five years the dom­ 
inant features of modern medicine 
have been doubt, pessimism and in­ 
tolerance. 
With tactless zeal the 
medical profession'has done its laun­ 
dry work in the full gaze of an ever- 
critical and not over-friendly public. 
Quarrels with our tools and with each 
other have been the order of the day. 
Criticism, suspicion and accusation 
have been rife, and on every hand 
have sprung up commercial tenden­ 
cies that have lowered the dignity 
and efficiency of our profession. 


“The thirst for money, power and 
position has possessed us, and under 
the spell of these dangerous intox­ 
icants too many of us have lost sight 
of the true nature and obligations of 


our calling. 
WTith a stupidity that is 
incomprehensible we have rushed to 
sit at the feet of every new prophet, 
no matter how questionable his teach*» 
ing, and have foolishly forsaken tho 
time-proved logic of the old. 
Thus, 
in many instances, established facts 
have been discarded for phantom the­ 
ories—though 
temporarily, 
let us 
hope. The worship of the laboratory 
fetich has caused us to sadly neglect 
clinical and bedside observation, and 
the glamor and fascination of surgery 
have blinded us to the possibilities 
of hygiene, diet and intelligent medi­ 
cation. 
In fact, the regular medical 
men of this country have been sowing 
tho wind and only now are beginning 
to reap the whirlwind. One has only 
to pause and note the fearful incre­ 
ment of new ‘pathies/ -new healing 
cults, church clinics, and so on, and 
to realize the remarkable decrease 
of medical prestige and medical in­ 
comes, to understand that the price 
we must pay for our pessimism, in­ 
ternal discord, intolerance and pro­ 
fessional commercialism will not be 
small. This is the gloomy side of the 
picture. 


E arnest Men a Saving Grace. 


“But while the profession as a 
whole has gone far afield, thank GOd 
there have been plenty of those who 
have labored wisely and well. 
They 
have scorned to worship at every new 
shrine and with sublime disregard for 
personal gain have nobly done their 
part to elevate and perfect the science 
of medicine. 
Thanks to these -men, 
some individually known to fame, 
but more ‘unheralded and unsung,’ 
the triumphs of sanitary science and 
medical progress 
are 
among 
the 
grandest of civilisation. 
So that to­ 
day, in spite of widespread skepti­ 
cism, intolerance and pessimism, the 
practice of medicine holds greater and 
more wonderful possibilities for the 
benefit of humanity than ever be­ 
fore. 


“I believe that I can see a growing 
tendency on the part of the average 
medical man to realize that while he 
does not and cannot know everything, 
he certainly knows much, and by the 
intelligent use of what he can and does 
know he can accomplish a great deal 
more than the quack and charlatan 
in the relief of the sick and the pre­ 
vention of disease. 


“This is to me the spirit of 1908, 
in medical affairs, the spirit of hope­ 
ful service, or, in other words, mak­ 
ing the most of ourselves, through 
appreciating our possibilities and rec­ 
ognizing 
our 
limitations. 
Whole 
truths are always desirable, but half 
truths are better than none at all. 


“In conclusion I seek to emphasize 
one thought. 
The strife, discussion 
and controversies of the day cannot 
change one iota the fact that every 
honest medical man wants to accom­ 
plish the greatest possible good in the 
best possible way. 
Many men have 
many minds. 
Opinions of necessity 
will differ. But the man who believes 
differently than we do may be as near 
to the truth as we ourselves, and we 
certainly have no right to question 
his honesty. 


“The new spirit of 1908, with its 
keynote—hopeful service in behalf of 
humanity—is incompatible with in­ 
tolerance and narrowness. As physi­ 
cians, and especially medical journal­ 
ists, we cannot afford to neglect a sin­ 
gle effort that will aid in bringing 
the medical profession a little nearer 
to the goal of truth, accuracy and 
above all, usefulness/* 


Silvering M irrors, 


Up to 1840 mirrors were silvered 
exclusively by njeans of an amalgam, 
a process 
most destructive 
to the 
workmen 
employed. 
An Important 
step was effected by an English chem- 
sit, Drayton, who conceived the idea 
of coating mirrors with a thin layer 
of silver, obtained by reducing an am­ 
moniac solution of nitrate of silver 
by means of highly oxidizable essen­ 
tial oils. 
This process was subse­ 
quently modified by several chemists, 
but only became really practical when 
M. Pettljean substituted tartaric acid 
for the 
reducing agents 
formerly 
employed. The glass to be silvered is 
placed upon a horizontal cast iron 
table heated to 104 degrees Fahren­ 
heit, 
The surface is well cleaned, 
and solutions of silver and tartaric 
acid, suitably 
diluted, are 
poured 
upon it, 
The liquid, in consequence 
of a well known effect of capillarity, 
does not flow over the edges, forming 
a layer a fraction of an inch in thick­ 
ness. 
In twenty minutes the silver 
begins to bo deposited on the glass, 
and in an hour and a quarter the pro­ 
cess 
is 
complete. 
The 
liquid is 
poured off tho glass, which is waihed 
with distilled water, dried and cov­ 
ered with a varnish to preserve the 
silver fiom friction.—Maw York Tri­ 
bune, 


Dry-Picked. 


Our poultr>man said: “Philadel­ 
phia has for many years had the call 
on 
dry-picked 
chickens, 
turkeys, 
ducks, and, in fact, all poultry and 
much game. 
Now, so-called Phila­ 
delphia dry-picked is no better than 
any other dry-picked, but I believe 
the Quaker City was the first place In 
America to adupt the Moorish method 
and make it a specialty.

of course, that the Moors are the 
greatest chicken eaters on earth, r ith 
the possible exception of the Chinese, 
and they would not think of touching 
p scalded fowl.“—New York Press.

How Iron Expands. 


The increase of volume from the 
heating and cooling t>f cast iron has 
been the'subject of many 'tests, and 
it has been shown that the swelling 
may amount to as much as 40 per 
cent. After heating in a gas furnace 
twenty-seven times, the highest tem- 
perature reached being 1.450 degrees 
Fahrenheit, a bar originally one inch 
square and 14.S inches long was found 
to have grown to one and one-eighth 
inches square and sixteen and one- 
half inches long. This effect is sug- 
gested as an explanation of the trou- 
ble-given by cast iron fittings for su- 
perheated steam, which produces the 
same alternate heating and cuoling.

STUFFED TOMATO SALAD. 


"A stuffed tomato salad is one of 
my new recipes," writes Fannie Mer- 
ritt Farmer, the groat cooking au- 
thority, in her monthly page in the 
Woman's Home Companion. 
"Peel 
six small tomatoes, cut a slice from 
the stem end of each, remove the soft 
inside, sprinkle the insides with salt, 
and let stand, inverted, thirty min- 
utes. 
Mash half a ten-cent cream 
cheese, add six chopped pimolas, ono 
tablespoonful of finely choppod pars- 
ley, one tablespoonful of tomato pulp, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of dry 
mustard and enough French dressing 
to moisten. 
Fill the tomato cases 
with the mixture, and serve on lettuce 
leaves 
with 
mayonnaise 
dressing, 
which may be successully made if ono 
will but follow directions. 
Mix ono 
teaspoonful of mustard, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one teaspoonful of pow- 
dered sugar and a few grains of cay- 
enne. 
Add the yolks of two eggs and 
stir until thoroughly blended ; then 
add one-half teaspoonful of vinegar. 
Add olive oil gradually at first, drop 
by drop, and stir constantly. 
As tho 
mixture thickens, thin with vinegar or 
lemon juice. 
Add oil and vinegar or 
lemon juice alternateb', stirring or 
beating constantly, until two table- 
spoonfuls each of vinegar and lemon 
juice and one and one-half cupfuls of 
olive oil have been used. 
If the oil is 
added too rapidly the dressing will 
have a curdled appearance. A smooth 
consistency may be restored by taking 
the yolk of another egg and adding 
the curdled 
mixture slowly to it. 
Olive oil for the making of mayon- 
naise should always be thoroughly 
chilled. 
The utensil used in the mak- 
ing of mayonnaise may be a silver 
fork, wire whisk, small wooden spoon 
or egg beater."

In the creamery that makes 40.000 
pounds of butter per year, it costs 4 
cents to make one pound of butter, 
and in a creamery producing 50,000 
pounds, it costs 3.1 cents to make ono 
pound; while In creameries making 
15*1,000 pounds per year, it costs only 
1.85 cents. 
In some

larj?e central plants, that are produc­ 
ing over 200.000 pounds of butter per 
year, it costs 1.4 cents 
per pound. 
These figures clearly show that the
